iii actual cultivation by the natives. 
The lakes 
and streams, which abound in fish, are waiting 
for the enterprising to reclaim them, and break 
the spell of silence that has for age* hung over 
them, promising in return to more than reward 
their labor. 
Aud why have not the resources of the coun­ 
try been brought out by the inhabitants ? 
Why 
have they, instead of cultivating the richest val­ 
ues in the world, allowed them to become choak cd 
with tangled forests ? 
It is because the coun­ 
try has been torn and distracted with internal 
troubles; revolution has followed on the held of 
revolution ; lawless barbarism and the despotism 
of tyrants have in turn ravished the* land, and 
destroyed all forma of government; depopulate 
cities and laying waste farms until life is insecure, 
and property valueless. 
As a proof of this we 
have the fact, “ that Leon, the principal city ol 
Nicaragua, was formerly noted for us opulence, 
and once contained 50,000 inhabitants ; who were 
among the most peaceful and industrious in the 
country; while t ha* now not more than one third 
cf that number, aud half the city is in ruins.’ 
Here we have before us an immense trai t ot 
country, lying in the torrid zone, yet with a cli 
n.ate temperate, aud, a* a general thing, salubii- 
ous ; a soil of unequalled fertility, yielding every 
variety of fruit and grain in prodigal abundance, 
and capable of sustaining millions, although little 
more is now drawn from it than the sustenance of 
210,000 inhabitants, wha are seeking an alliance 
w ith tho United States, and are more than anx­ 
ious that emigration should tend to their shores. 
Their expectations w ill be realized, and Central 
America will inevitably rank among the lir't n a­ 
tions of the earth, for it is impossible that 100,000 
European* and Americans should annually pass 
through the country, without a large portion ol 
Attention being directed to the advantages spread 
'•ut before them.
